, It was an attempt by Ackerman to 
repeat his crime of four months ago, 
even to the small details, that led to 
his capture. His victim was to have 
been a Kenosha woman. 

He had lured Mrs. Smith, who is 26 
years old, from her home at 6442 
North Spaulding avenue by represent- 
ing himself as an artist. He wished, 
to paint a picture representing an 
Indian maiden bound to a stake, he 
told her. 

The Picture Becomes Reality. 

Mrs. Smith accepted his offer of em- 
ployment. But after she had been 
bound“to the stake the supposed artist 
seized a hatchet and danced around 
her, 

“You thought this was picture 
bysiness,” he shouted. ‘It’s not. 
This is real. I’m a savage of the 
woods and you are a captive. When 
I’m through with you I'll kill you.” 

The last part of his program he 
abandoned. Instead, he left Mrs. 
Smith bound to a tree and fied. She 
released herself severai hours later. 

Two days ago Ackerman, using the 
name Anderson, advertised for an ar- 
tist’s model in a Kenosha paper. “ One 
who can pose for an Indian scene,” the 
notice read. The Kenosha police, re- 
membering the Smith case, assigned 
Policewoman Mary Quitter to inter- 
view the supposed artist. 

Offers Job to Policewoman. 

Ackerman told her she was a suit- 
able subject. He informed her next 
that he wanted to paint a picture rep- 
resenting an Indian maiden bound to 
a stake. At this point Detective Frank 
McClusky, who was concealed in the 
room, stepped out and seized the 
pseudo artist. In one pocket Acker- 
man had a length of rope to be used 
in binding his victim. , 

Chief ‘of Police Lester Tiffany of 
Lake Forest found Mrs. Smith and 
she unhesitatingly identified Acker- 
man. He waived extradition and was 
taken to Lake Forest early today. His 
home, he said, is on ‘the grounds of 
the North Shore cemetery. He is mar- 
ried. Under questioning by Chief Tif- 
fany he admitted the truth of Mrs. | 
Smith’s accusation.

Nominee to Speak at 


_ Elizabethton.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 5.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Republican managers had high 
hopes of winning Tennessee as Her- 
bert Hoover started tonight on his 
only invasion of the south. While the 
situation has been complicated by con- 
troversies within the party ranks in 
that state, there was a feeling that 
Mr. Hoover’s address tomorrow at 
Elizabethton would provide the nec- 
essary impetus to place Tennessee in 
the G. O. P. column on election day. 
If the Republicans carry Tennessee 
it will be only the second time that 
this has beeh accomplished. The state 
swung to Harding in 1920, but in 1924 
John W. Davis carried it over Presi- 
dent Coolidge. The Democratic vote 
in 1924 totaled 158,537 and the Repub- 
lican 130,882, while the La Follette 
third party ticket received 10,656 

votes. 

The Republicans are hopeful that 
tomorrow's address also will con- 
tribute toward a victory in Kentucky 
and that it may be helpful in North 
Carolina,

$6,000 Mystery Receipt 
Has Part in Inquiry. 


(Pictare on back page.) 

After much ado about books and 
records of the Checker Cab company, 
seized in a raid Wednesday by State's 
Attorney Crowe, Judge Frank Comer- 


ford yesterday ordered them returned. 
Then, in the investigation of the 
killing of a Checker driver, the bomb- 


ing of two Yellow Cab garages, and 


the burning of eleven of John Hertz’s 
thoroughbred racehorses, a mysterious 
receipt was introduced into court rec- 
ords. Whether the Checker Cab com- 
pany paid $6,000 for public stand li- 
censes and this sum was diverted from 
the city treasury, or whether these 
licenses were refused to the cab ¢oqm- 
pany on the advice of the corporation 
counsel became questions calling for 
a further inquiry. 


Denies Mandatory Injunction.” 


In the morning Judge Harry M. 
Fisher, sitting in a chancery court, 
denied the Checker Cab company’s pe- 
tition for a mandatory injunction per- 
taining to the books and records. He 
said he lacked jurisdiction and sug: 
gested te Attorneys Arthur F. Albert 
and Edgar J. Cook that they apply to 
Chief Justice John J. Sullivan of the 
Criminal court, who would have juris- 
diction to quash the subpoena under 
which the records were taken. 3 

There was a bit of a squabble there 
as to whether or not State’s Attorney 
Crowe was interested financially in the 
Yellow Cab company, and the charge 
wae made that an accountant of the 
Yellow Cab company was permitted to 
examine the rival company’s books in 
the prosecutor’s office. Although there 
was no dispute then and there about 
the right of the Checker Cab com- 
pany to use public hack stands, At- 
torney Cook asserted: . 

“ We paid the money for licenses for 
an equitable number of the stands, 
but the money went into the pockets 
of public officials instead of reaching 
the city collector’s office’’—and he 
produced a photostatic copy of a blank 
used for the issuance of a license for 
one automobile at $5, but at the place 
where the number of the cab was to 
be listed the figures were 4001 to 
52,00.” 

Move to Another Court. 


That was all at that court. In the 
afternoon the attorneys were ready 
for a hearing by Chief Justice Sul- 
livan, only to learn that the jurist 
was home ill. They asked Judge Com- 
erford, as acting chief justice, to hear 
their pleas. Judge Comerford tele- 
phoned to Judge Sullivan, who said he 
would hear the petition for the ap- 
pointment of a special state’s attorney 
himself today, but he suggested Judge 
Comerford hear the plea for the re- 
turn of the records. ; 

While waiting for Judge Comerford 
to*finish another trial, the attorneys 
went to the inquest into the death 
of Eugene Thivierge, Checker driver. 
The inquest, however, was terminated 
with the report that the grand jury 
had indicted two Yellow Cab drivers, 
Bernard Reister, who is in custody, 
and Robert Mooney, who is not in 
custody, for the murder of erge. 

Calls Seizure Illegal. 

Judge Comerford made short work 
of the hearing. He said the seizure 
was clearly illegal without a court 
order and he quashed the subpoena 
and ordered the return of the Check- 
er Cab company’s property.

HOLMES SETS NEW AGE 


RECORD FOR JUSTICES 
OF OUR HIGHEST COURT 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 5.—(P)— 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes has 


established a new record in the an- 
nals of the United States Supreme. 
court. 

Yesterday he became the oldest man 
to sit on that exalted bench, breaking 
the record previously held by Chief 
Justice Roger Brooke Taney, who died 
Oct. 10, 1864, at the age of 87 years 
6 months’and 25 days. 

Justice Holmes was born March 3, 
1841, and yesterday reached the age 
of 87 years 6 months and 26 days. He 
is actively engaged in the discharge of 
his judicial duties, enjoying better 
health than in recent years. 

Justice Holmes has made a record 
by his large number of dissenting 
opinions. He also is regarded as an 
outstanding exponent/of the constitu- 
tional guarantees affecting the rights 
of man, especially those relating to 
freedom of speech and assembly and 
the protection e& the home against 
unlawful search and seizure. His 
court papers are terse, the shortest of 
any handed down by members of the 
Supreme court.

Near the window a number of re- 
ligious pamphlets also were found, on 
which the suicide had penned several 
remarks indicating intense interest in 
theological subjects. Heaney, who was

George Beban, famous portrayer of 
Italian character réles on stage and 
screen, is dead. 

The widely loved actor passed away 
today when complications from uremic 


poison and injuries received on Sun- 
day in a fall from a horse snapped the 
thread of a vigorous life. He had 
suffered from the former ailment for 
some time. 

Beban, who was 55 years of age, 
was born in San Francisco, where he 
began his stage career at the age of 
eight. Two years ago he retired from 
both stage and screen following the 
death of his wife, Edith -MacBride 
Beban, in New York City. 

His brother, Lewis Beban of San 
Francisco, was with Beban when he 
died. His 11 year old son, George, and 
the actor’s sister, Mary, were en route 
to New York as death came.

Even with imperfect and lax enforce- 
ment of this provision, its enactment 
has been justified by bettered condi- 
tions of industry and home life. 
“We are determined to continue to 
champion the cause of prohibition and 
to oppose’ without fear or favor all 
persons and movements that purpose 
openly or covertly to annul or render 
ineffective the 18th amendment.”

Wax Fruits Aro’ Passé. - 

The wax fruits that were in vogue 
a year or so ago are not quite so 
fashionable now, having been. super- 
seded by glass specimens.

MEN WITH TAILS? 
SCIENCE DOUBTS 
WILKINS’ STORY 


Explorer Says He Has 
Found Odd Race. 


BY JOHN STEELE. 

[Chicage Tribune Press Service.] 
LONDON, Oct. 4.—British scientists 
are skeptical concerning a statement 
by Capt. Sir Hubert Wilkins, leader 
of the British Museum of Natural 
History. expedition to northern Aus- 
tralia, and who was knighted for his 
north pole airplane flight, that men 
and women with tails exist on the 
Australian continent. 
The surprising claim is contained in 
Sir Hubert’s account of the expedi- 
tion, to be published tomorrow, in 
which he says of the natives he saw 
at Milingimbi, one of the largest of 
the Crocodile islands: 
“ A curious physiological feature was 
noticed on many of these unclothed 
people. They exhibited two” or three 
joints on the lower vertebrae in the 
form of a tail. The tail was no so 
noticeable on these people as on some 
of the African tribes, but the tail was 
quite conspicuous enough to show in 
@ photograph. 
No Tailed Races, Scientist Gays. 
The natives referred to are little 
known tribes of aborigines who fol- 
low cannibalistic practices. 
“There are no tailed races. We 
know the world pretty well now and 
we are quite sure of that,” said Sir 
Arthur Keith, famous anthropologist 
and scientist, tonight. ‘‘ Cases do oc- 
cur, of course, in all races of tailed 
men and women. It happens in fam- 
lies and sometimes is quite common, 
as, for instance, in the Philippines. 
We can account for such freaks only 
if we accept Darwin's theory—that we 
are descendants of tailed ancestors. 
Man shares his tailless condition with 
the anthropoid dpes. They are nor- 
mally as devoid of tails as men.” 


Zoblogist Also Skeptical.

“The Viaduct Murder” and “ The 
Three Taps,” which were published a 
few years ago, will be favorably re- 
membered by all ardent lovers’ of 
crime. They were, in fact, the out- 
standing murder tales of the seasons 
in which they appeared. 


But Father Knox’s new venture in 
the realm of homicide*and detection 
will unfortunately prove somewhat 
disappointing to those who had har- 
bored high hopes for the mystery 
novel at his ecclesiastical hands, Not 
that his latest story is inferior either 
in technique or style to the other two. | 
But it is far too complicated—obscure 
is perhaps the better word—even for 
the trained minds of habityal arm- 
chair detectives. 

Few readers are sufficiently subtle- 
minded to act as coadjutor with Miles 
Bredon, the sleuth, in his analysis and 
reading of the reversed footsteps. 
Even when the explanation is given it 
is so elaborate and complex, is carried 
to so many decimal points, that much 
tiresome cerebration is necessary to 
grasp it. The thrill of discovery is 
lacking, and the mental effort required 
to put the incidents in order detracts 
from the satisfaction one gets from a 
nice tidy problem. Nor does the an- 
swer seem to justify the energy ex- 
pended. 


It cannot be denied, however, that 
Father Knox writes entertainingly.
